T h r illin g S cene on a T ig h t R ape. 


An English paper thus detiiils a tliril- 
ling affair which occurred during one of 
Bloridln’.s recent exhibitions; 
After he had cros.sed in a sack, stood 
in a chair, and had done some of his mi­ 
nor fcaU, it was found that the rrqic, 
which was a new one, had slackened so 
considerably that it would be ncccessary 
to tighten it, in order to allow of his per- 
fonuing his new and extraordinaiy feat 
of cro.ssing it on a bicycle, and he wa.s, 
therefore, compelled to appeal to the au­ 
dience for time to tighten the rope. Half 
an hour tvas asked for and cneeifully 
granted; but, after the guy ropes had 
been loosened and the roi»e tightened up, 
some difficulty was found in refixiiig- the. 
pole into which the guys were attached, 
in con.-icqucnce of the tension of the rope 
having dragged them forciblp out of the 
ground. Quite thres-quarters of an hour 
elapsed before this wa.s done, and then 
Bloiidin ajipcared again, and starting from 
the wc.st cud of the building carried hi.s 
assistant over on his hack. It was evi­ 
dent, from the lowering of some balbust 
bag.s on the guy poles, that during this 
passage across the rope slackened a great 
deal, but Bloudiit either did not observe 
this or did not think it important, for af­ 
ter a short interval, daring which,he 
changed his dress, he .appeared on his 
bieydc, and amid the cheers of the spec- 
tator.s started on what .seemed an awfully 
perilous journey. 
He had not gone fitr 
when it became apparent from the de­ 
cline of the rope that it had slackened 
veiy much, and people who understood 
bicyele.s and the impossibility of propel­ 
ling them up hill began to calculate the 
probabilities of his getting.up the incline 
he must inevitably meet at the other end 
of the rope, but Blondin iookcd extreme­ 
ly cool and confident, and no fears for hia 
safety seemed to be entertained till, after 
stopping cleverly about midway, he be­ 
gan to traverse the incline. It then be­ 
came apparent, from the gradu.al slacking 
of his ])ace, that he was doing some 
hard work, and murmurs began to rise 
from the audience. 
When about twenty 
yards from the lauding stage he came to a 
dead stop and appeared to rest, balancing 
himself cautiously with a great pole he 
carried. 
He then made another effort 
and got a fl?w yarps further, when he 
stopped again. 
It then became apparent 
that he could not ^et further, as although 
to the danger of disturbing his equilibri­ 
um. he tried to jerk the machine forward 'i 
it refused to move. The scene that then 
ensued was most exciting. 
People left 
their seats; ladie.s, with frighteaoil faces, 
luade for the doors, and tho general uia-=a 
of the people at the cast end of the build­ 
ing made a rush to the west end, hun­ 
dreds jumping into the arena. When the 
rush and noise had subsided a marvellous 
stillness succeeded. The crowds on the 
floor beneath the rope, and the galleries 
nearest the spot, .seemed to be hu.shed in 
eager expectation of something unplea.s- 
ant, gazing some with horror-stricken 
i’aces on the performer, who sat motion­ 
less as a statue on the rope, about six 
p rd s from the landing ' place, while the 
assistant leaned over the stage and ap­ 
peared to be speaking to him,.but looked 
lelpless in the emergency. After the 
delay of two or three minutes, which 
seemed an age,_ the assistant, evidently 
by Blondin’s directions, proaured a rope, 
and this he threw out cautiously. It fell 
on the performer’s shoulders, and he, 
with some difficulty,.'"-istained the pole 
with one hand, whik %ith the other he 
tied the rope round his waist. The as­ 
sistant then gently palled him in. Every 
move of the wheels was watched by the 
audience in silent horror till the machine 
ran on the landing stage, 'when the sup­ 
pressed excitement culminated iu one 
great shout of jof, succeeded by the wild­ 
est demonstrations.
